Dr. F. A P. Barnard, who is a high 


authority, has contributed to JuJmson't 
an interesting article on the boiling- 
point, describing it as the temperature 
at which the elastic torce of the vapor ol 
any liquid is equal to tlie pressure of the 
atmosphere 
When a vessel containing 


water is heated, the temperature rises 
and a vapoi silently passes off from the 
surface ; but at 212 deg. F , or 100 deg. 
C. the barometnc column standing at 
thirty inches at the. sea level, steam be- 
gins to be formed m buists at the bot- 
tom, and rising t'uough the liquid, 
throws it into commotion 
If the steam 


is allowed freelj to escape, the tempera- 
ture of the watei rises no higher

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The boiling point of hquieis is altered 


by vanous circunistanceE 
Water, with 


common salt in it, lequues gieatei heat 
to make it boil than pure water 
In a 


glass vessel the boihng-pomt is several 
degrees lughei than m one of metal 
But what most aft cts the boiling-point 
is variation of pleasure 
When the 


barometei stands at thirty inches, show- 
ing an atmosphuic pressme of fifteen 
pounds on the square inch, the boiling- 
pomt of watti is '212 degiees 
When 


part of tho pressure is lemoved, it boils 
before coming to 232 degieea, and when 
the piessuie is mueased the boiling- 
point ns>es 
Thus in elevated positions, 


where theie is lesb an above the liquid 
to piess on it, the boiling point is low er 
than at the lev el of the sea. An clcva 
vation of 510 feet makes a diminution of 
one degree Fahrenheit; at higher levels 
the difference of elevation coriesponding 
to a degiee of tempeiature in the boil- 
ing point mcitases, and a method is 
thus famished of measuring the height 
of mountains. At the city of Mexico, 
7,471 feet above the level of the sea, 
water boils at 108.1 deg , at Quito, 9,541 
feet, at 194 deg., m the Himalayas, at 
the height of 18,000 feet, at 180 deg. 
Boiling water is thus not always equally 
hot, and in elevated places many sub- 
stances cannot be cooked by boiling. 
Under the receiver of an au-pump water 
may be made to boil at the tempeiatuie 
of summei, and ethei when colder than 
ice. By inci easing the pressure water 
may be heated to any degree without 
boding.
